CITIES OF TO-MORROW. 


Ever since it was realised that 
by using steel framework, — build- 
ings could be made far taller and 
lighter. than. any. that_had ever 
veen built before, architects have 
been putting in their spare time 
speculating nubout “the city ‘of to- 
morrow.”

Life. 


It is highly probable, says Sir 
Jnmes Jeans, the well-known 
scientist, that life is a rare pbeno- 
menon in the universe. The sky 
ly bright with hundreds of thou- 
nands of stars, but the chances are 
that few of them are inhabited. 
Most of them swing through the 
passengers. 
And Sir James remarks dryly :—"l 
leave St to you to be pleased or not 
at a large fraction of the life of 
the universe being concentrated on 
our planet.” Pianeta, Sir James 
believes, were formed: by the close 
approach > to the sun of another 
star, which, by tidal action, pulled 
out from the sun a great streamer 
of blazing gas which eventually 
condensed, like drops of. steam 
from ‘n locomolive’s whistle, into 
planets, But the stars are widely 
separated, Those closest together 
are relatively as far apart as two 
or three grains of dust in a large 
room. Hence, since life enn exist 
only on just the right kind of 
plancts formed by the close passing- 
together of stars, life must be rare 
mieed. All of. this, to a race whose 
utter insignificance in the general 
scheme of things has been em- 
phasised by scence for more than 
na century, is somehow, rather 
irrationally, comforting. Perhaps 
there is no good reason. why it 
should be. Those who despair of 
the universe are usually led to do 
goby an examination of the follies, 
cruelties and stupidities of their 
felluw men, anit not by contempint- 
ing the empty heavens. There is 
more despondency to be gained by 
studyIng a city slum than in all 
the books. of physical science ever 
wrilten, Yet there is comfort in 
this. assertion, nevertheless. We 
are not exactly rational, and the 
simple fact that Ife may hnve 
been reserved’ exclusively for our 
own little corner of the cosmos 
mukes us feel that our bright 
dreams of our own Importance 
may, after all, be justified. 
Science, which has told us for 40 
many years that we are Jess than 
the dust, suddenly turng about und 
finds that we are very rare pheno- 
mena. To be sure, many people knew 
it all the time—or, at any rate, 
suspected it, The finest minds 
that the earth\has produced have 
suid 80; more, they have, by their 
mere existence, proved it. They 
have told us that we do not owe 
our existence to, accident, but that 
we are here miraculously, with all 
of creation as a baek-drop for our 
slow climb upward. We did not 
really need a scientist to tell us 
that life fs not.a common or an 
Insignificant thing in the universe. 
But it is comforting.to havo one 
any so; just the same. .
